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This  history  was  undertaken  with  little 
thought  of  what  import  it  would  hear 
for  me, The  farther  I  got  into  it, the  more  I 
meditated  upon  the  record, and  the  facts  un¬ 
recorded  that  yet  were  evident; the  more  ser¬ 
ious  I  became.  More  than  once  I  was  blinded 
by  tears.  On  the  surface  many  things  were 
evident . 

There  could  be  seen  happiness,  hope,  joy¬ 
ous  anticipation.  There  were  marriages  and 
births  with  such  multitude  of  hope  for  future 
years.  We  may  find  disappointments,  shattered 
hopes  and  dreams; but  not  the  worst  that  might 
enter  into  a  family  history  and  has  entered 
many  a  one,  of  tragedy  and  disgrace. 

We  may  well  be  thankful  that  though  the 
paths  of  our  ancestors  were  not  strewn  with 
roses  always,  nor  are  ours;  yet,  our  family 
tree  may  stand  erect  and  grateful  for  the 
manifold  blessings  that  have  been  ours. 

I  was  not  delegated  to  preach  a  sermon, 
yet  may  I  remind  us  that  time  is  fleeting  but 
it  is  yet  ours;  but  the  time  and  place  that 
now  knows  us  will  shortly  know  us  no  more  for 
ever.  What  we  do  for  self  improvement  and  to 
bless  others  must  be  done  quickly--f or , 

11  the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work.” 
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Our  ancestors  came  upon  the  stage  of 
action;  each  played  their  part;  they  are  gone. 
Today  all  we  have  of  them  is  as  ashes  in  our 
hands, just  a  memory;  but  I  am  so  glad  for 
the  heritage  of  love  and  good  example  left  us. 
May  I  give  you  the  advice  of  the  wisest  man 
that  ever  lived;  "Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth 
to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might;  for  there  is  no 
work  nor  device,  nor  knowledge,  nor  wisdom, 
in  the  grave,  whither  thou  goest"  .  One  supreme 
need-- to  know  God.  To  be  dominated  by  His 
spirit. 

We  regret  more  facts  are  not  available 
concerning  the  ancestry  of  Grandfather  and 
Grandmother  Smith,  and  of  their  immediate 
families  of  brothers  and  sisters.  Grandfather 
was  born  and  reared  in  Pennsylvania .  He  had 
two  brothers  and  seven  sisters;  their  names 
we  do  not  know  except  one  brother  Philip  and 
a  sister  Barbra. 

Grandfather  was  a  very  quiet  man  and 
said  little  of  his  early  life.  He  was  born 
March  4,  1812  and  died  a*o  the  home  of 
D.  J.  and  Louisa  Rupley  Oct.  12,  1874  at  the 
age  of  62  years,  7  months  and  8  days. 

Grandmothers  maiden  name  was  Martha 
Perry.  She  was  born  Sept.  29,  1813  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  died  in  Chicago  at  the  home 
of  M.  D.  and  Calista  Baker  Jan.  5,  1894, 
being  at  the  time  of  her  death  80  years, 

3  months  and  6  days  of  age. 

I  feel  greatly  indebted  to  Aunt  Calista 
for  her  help  in  supplying  names  and  dates;
